If youth saved’ Loeb and Leopold, 
when the case against them was with- 
out flaw, six years service in the 
Marine corps, part of it during the 
world war, may save George Opal 
Arthur from the gallows, after convic- 
tion on circumstantial evidence, Ris 
friends say. Arthur is in the jafi at 
Monticello, Ill., various reprieves hav- 
ing saved his life since his conviction 


in 1922 and the sentence by which he 
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was to have been hanged Dec. 28 of 
that year. 


The forces behind Arthur’s case come 
from the Second Division Association 
of Illinois. Arthur served in the Fifth 
Regiment of Marines and the Second 
division in which the Marine brigade 
fought was famous in obtaining its 
war objectives. His friends have put 
up their money to carry his case to the 
state Supreme court, where a new trial 
is sought. The hearing is set for the 
October term. 

Arthur was convicted of killing his 
pal, Charles W. Martin, on the night 
of Dec. 30, 1921. Sé€veral acquittals 
had preceded Arthurs’ trial and the 
people of Monticello raised $25,000 “to 
see that justice triumphed.

project will probably be announced to- 
morrow, members. of the council rail- 
way terminal committee were told by 
G. A. Harwood, vice president of the 
New York Central lines, today. 

| Mr. Harwood left” for Chicago this 
afternoon to meet a group of railroad 
executives and engineers and - report 
the plan’s progress to Commissioner 
of Public Works A. A. Sprague. 

Unification of the terminal facilities 
and the construction of subways should 
go hand in hand, Mr. Harwood told 
the committee. It is probable that the 
railroads’ plans for the south side de- 
velopment will recommend the use of 
Chicago’s subways by steam line subur- 
ban trains when the latter service has 
been electrified. 

Take Lesson from Gotham. 

Conditions which force the New 
York Central here to join with the 
state transit commission in considera- 
tion of a scheme to build a $672,000.- 
000 subway extension of their subur- 
ban tracks through the Grand Central 
station to various parts of Manhattan 
Island will be repeated in Chicago, Mr. 
Harwood predicted. 

Six hundred and twenty trains ar- 
riving in the Grand Central station 
every twenty-four hours dump more 
than 125,000 people into street traffic 
in a limited area, he pointed out. Ap- 
proximately 65 per cent of the total 
are commuters who walk or crowd 
into other carriers on the way from 
suburban trains to their offices. 

To relieve the resultant congestion 
in and near the terminal, as well as in- 
crease its train capacity and carry pas- 
sengers closer to their offices, a net- 
work of two level subways, with a 
total of nine tracks, is considered. Its 
share of the construction cost is esti- 
mated at $75,000,000 by officials of the 
railroad. 


Coincident with Subways. 

“ Coincidental with.the development 
of its terminal area Chicago should 
begin to build subways,” declared Mr. 
Harwood at a luncheon given the al- 
dermen after their inspection of the 
Grand Central terminal. 

More than four hours were spent in 
a study of the station and of Park 
avenue,. lined with exclusive apart- 
ment hotels, which sprang up over the 
railroad tracks in what until a few 
years ago was New York's “back 
yard.” 

“The system should be linked with 
the electrified suburban tracks to avoid 
congestion at the terminals and to in- 
sure distribution of the commuters 
over a wider area in the business dis- 
trict.” said Mr. Harwood. “ Millions 
can be saved if such connections are 
made in Chicago’s system when it is 
built. In New York we are unable to 
hook up with the existing lines, and 
as a result must, if the program is 
decided upon, spend a stupendous 
sum to build an:independent system.” 

Features of Huge Plan. 

Development of the terminal district 
as now proposed includes consolidation 
of the La Salle street, Dearborn street, 
and Grand Central stations in a huge 
depot at Harrison street, immediately 
behind the present La Salle street 


structure. 

At the same time it is expected that 
the straightening of the river between 
Polk and 16th streets will be under- 
taken, the two projects when com- 
pleted making possible the opening of 
four new arteries for behicular traf- 
fic from the loop té@ the south side. 

La Salle and Wells streets, widened 
and passing around the new station, 
will merge into a/ 150 foot boulevard at 
Polk street and continue to 22d street.

SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, Sept. 17.—Besides hon- 
est government the relative prosperity of Porto 
Rico is attributed to its economic union with the 
Upited States. Porto Rican products are admitted 
into the United States without tariff... Last year 
alone we received $46,000,000 worth of sugar from 
the island. Had this sugar paid the usual tariff it 
would have meant a loss to the Porto Rican grower 
of more than $15,000,000. Of the total of $77,000,009 


to' in products from this island imported into the 


United States more than $20,000,000 was saved to 
the island. 

The Porto Rican has another great advantage— 
this time over his fellow American in the states. 
Income taxés collected in Porto Rico are expended 
by the Porto Rican government. The.Porto Rican 
is an American citizen, but he is the only Amer- 
ican citizen outside of our other territorial posses- 
sions who does not pay an income tax to the 
Washington government. An American in France, 
England or any other country must pay income 
taxes to the federal government. But while the 
Porto Rican exercises practically the same voice in 


his government, all his taxes are absorbed on the 


island either for government expenses or public 
improvements, while those of a Chicagoan, for ex- 
ample, which are twice as high as the Porto Rican, 
are utilized in national projécts wherein his benefits 
are as remote as those of the Porto Rican who isn't 
compelled to share the expense. 

Only through these advantages, those of being 
able to put his products on the United States mar- 
ket without tariff and having all his taxes spent 
on the island, can the Porto Rican compete with 
the richer West Indian islands and the Central 
American states. Not only is the overhead, due to 
a higher culture and- standard of living, greater, 
but the land investment is. several times that of 
other places. Big fruit eompanies importing sugar 
and tropical fruits into the states are exploiting 
tropical lands without éxpending anything for fer- 
tilizers. Virgin land is so cheap that they are able 


to do this. When the land becomes 
abandon it and buy virgin land.

dollars are spent yearly in Porto Rico to keep up 
the productivity of the land.

Ins and Outs.

When all is said and done, the three 
cornered controversy between Supt.

E. Benjamin An- 
drews, which they deemed established 
a surveillance over them. The good 
doctor absorbed his fill of conflict. 
From that time on—a quarter century 
seontroversy has been popping so 
continuously that the wonderment of 
the observer is that Chicago has any 
public schools worth the name at all, 
jet alone the best in the country. Un- 
ierlyink the bulk of the quarreling 
petween superintendent, teachers, and 
board has been the question of who's 
going to run the show. 


Problems Due to Growth. 


The present row is over the teach- 
ers’ councils: The issue is whether 
these shail be held during school 
hours or outside schon! hours \180 
whether attendance shall be compul- 
sory or voluntary. Both sides raise 
burning arguments. The inquirer 
would. do well to equip himself with 
asbestos ear muffs. 

When Supt. McAndrew was elected, 
the great qtestion in the Chicago 
schools was that of overcrowding and 
how to get better and more adequate 
service out of.the school plant. In 
ten years new. schoolrooms affording 
71,000 new seats had.been built, while 
the day attendance of children in- 
creased 116,000.. Thus 45,000 more 
pupils had been added than seats. 
Going at top clip, it would take at 
least five or six years, to put up 
enough buildings to accommodate the 
annual growth in school attendance 
and fill the existing. shortage. One 
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way of helping the overcrowding. it 
was recognized, was to provide for 
fuller utilization of the schoo) plant. 
It was at the base of the movement 
for junior high schools and the pla- 
toon system, two developments that 
would also enfich education. 


Cost $500 a Minute. 


Chicago's public « school 
worth in excess of $300,000,900. 
an original book cost 
This $$00,000,000 w vesting gp yee 
operation only about 196 days @ year 
or about 900 hours a year, exclusive of 
recesses and evening schools. These 
are figures of the board's statisticians. 

It costs $500 a minute to run the 
schools, they estimate. The matter of 
the teachers’ councils came before Mr. 
McAndrew. The custom was to hold 
them on school time. The superin- 
tendent took the position he could not 
justify to parents and taxpayers any 
such loss to pupils in schooling. He 
could net see how the lopping off of a 
few hoprs a semester was in line with 
the need of increased nse of the class- 
rooms. The experts figured the coun- 
ceils, at $5(0 a minute, ate up about 
$300,000 wortn of schoo] time a year.

This, of course. raised a fuss. The 
Teachers’ federation. as such, took no 
action, but the councils raised vehe- 
ment protest. Leaders among the 
teachers insist the change kills the 
councils. Back -in 1899, they point 
out, Mrs. Ella Plage Young organized 
councils on an after school hour basis 
and with principals and superintend- 
ents participating. This system col- 
lapsed. When Mrs® Young became 
superintendent a new plan Was estab- 
lished that grouped the teachers and, 
to give them free voice. kept the prin- 
cipals outside the meetings. These 
were held during school hours. Mrs. 
Young maintained the collapse of the 
old system had been due to the fact 
that councils were held outside school 
hours, as this robbed them of “ offi- 
cial . character.

Drastic liquidation was on in corn, 
and, with stop loss orders uncovered 
in profusion and a lack of aggressive 
buying, prices dropped 4% @6%c from 
the finish. of the previous day, and 
closed with net lossés of 4% @6c, the 
latter on May. There was nothing in 
the news to account for the wave of 
selling which engulfed the bulls, but 
the market has been acting water- 
jogged for several days, and sentiment 
feen gradually turning to the 
side due to more favorable weath- 
er for maturing the new crop. 
fhe break in corh was largely respons- 
ible for F'aecline in other grains and 
more than offset heavy buying of wheat 
futures by the seaboard and export gales 
estimated as high as 2,000,000 bu. Clos- 
ing trades were l%e to 24%c lower, while 
ee ae %@l%c. Rye sold at a new 
high on the crop early, but reacted with 
wheat and closed 3c higher to %c lower, 
tne former on September. 


Corn Lacks Good Buying. 


‘There has been a noticeable falling off 
in the Speculative interest in corn during 
the last two weeks, and the break was 
dye as much to lack of support as any- 
thing else. The bad crop reports seem- 
ingly lost their effect on the market a 
number of days ago, but with wheat 
strong there was no decided pressure and 
prices held within relatively narrow 
limits. Routine developments were ig- 
nored from the start, it being a market 
in which news and individual operations 
counted for little. A leading local pro 
fessional was crédited with selling early. 
Premiums on spot were %c to \c higher. 
September here closed at $1.14% to 
$1.1%%, December at $1.07% to $1.07%, and 
May at $1.08% to $1.08.
